For  the  opening  and  extending  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Putnam  street 
from  the  west  line  of  Beck*s  2nd  Addition  to  the  ead  line  of  Beck's 
3d  Addition: 

Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  t?iat  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  OEEN  and  EXTEND  the 
first  alley  south  of  Putnam  street. 

Said  alley  when  opened  to  have  a uniform  width  of  12  feet. 

The  same  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  such  purposes 
sufficient  lots  andlands  described  as  follows: 

Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  of  lot  No.  90  Becks  2d  Addition 
to  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, Indiana, thence  west  139.26  ft.  to  the  southeast 
corner  of  lot  No.  113  Becks  3d  Addition,  thence  south  12  ft.  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  lot  No.  125  Becks  3d  Addition,  thence  east  139.26  ft. 
to  the  northwest  comer  of  lot  No.  91  Becks  2d  Addition,  thence  north 
12  ft.  to  the  place  of  beginning.

The  undersigned  respectfully  represent,  that  they  are 
the  owners  in  fee  simple  ol  a tract  of  land.  One  hundred  and 
thirty  nine  feet  in  width  by  Two  hundred  and  fifty  five  feet 
in  length.  (139,x,  255,  ) divided  into  three  equal  parts  being 
Forty  six  and  four  tenths  (46,4/10,)  by  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
five  (255,)  , (46,4/10,  x 255,)  feet  each,  lying  west  of  Lots 
numbered  ninety  (90)  ninety  one,  (91)  and  ninety  two,  (92) 

and  east  ol  Lots  numbered  One  hundred  and  thi rteen, ( 1 1 3)  One_ 
hundred  and  twenty  five, (125)  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  six 
(126)  of  Beck's  Second  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 

That  it  is  contemplated  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  open 
and  extend  the  first  alley  south  of  Putnam  Street  from  the 
west  line  of  lots  90,91,&  92,  Beck's  Second  Addition,  to  the 

east  line  of  lots  113, 125, & 126,  in  said  Beck's  Third  Addition 
as  aforesaid. 

We  therefore  represent  that  such  action  on  the  part 

I of  your  Board,  upon  the  estimates  given,  is  unequal , inadequate 

and  unjust,  to  the  owners.  That  about  Ninety  nine, (99)  feet 
of  the  south  end  of  their  said  property  would  thereby  be  ren- 
ered  wholly  and  totally  worthless  to  them  being  situated  as 

it  would  then  b£  between  two  Alleys,  and  inaccessable  to  a 

Street,,  and  rendered  valueless  upon  the  market.  That  each  of 
said  Lots  as  now  situated  have  an  alley  and  Sewer,  and  by 


said  extension,  said  owners  of  said  land’s  as  aforesaid. 


would  be  taxed  for  two  Sewers,  onebf  which  would  not,  and 
could  not  be  utilized  by  them.  That  they  are  poor  people,  and 
the  burden  of  ekpense  to  them  would  be  more  than  should  be 
required  of  them. 

Wherefore  and  by  reason  of  all  of  said  facts.  The  under- 
signed earnestly  remorstrate,  and  do  hereby  protest  against 
the  contemplated  action  of  your  Honorable  Board  in  extending 
said  Alley  as  aforesaid.  And  against  which  we  will  ever  remon- 
strate and  protest.
